conclusive: Raffle tickets, propped up 
on dog-ears were picked 62% of the 
time. 

Father Harvey O’ Hanrahan was 
excommunicated when, in 1962, he 
declared a raffle null and void 
because so many tickets were bent, it 
was impossible to fit all of them in 
the pickle jar.

DXpedition To Campbell Island, ZL9 - January 1999

(This is an excerpt from a “donation soliciting” letter intercepted on its way to 
the “DX press.” It has been edited for clarity and to highlight information of 
interest to DX’ers. SCDXC will make an appropriate donation to the Northern 
California DX Foundation, earmarked “Campbell, 1999.”) 


Or group is now in the final planning stages for a DXpedition to 

ampbell Island in January 1999 following our highly successful DXpedi- 
tion to Raoul Island in the Kermadec Group in May 1996. Our group was 
awarded the “ARRL 1996 DXpedition of the Year Award” We will undertake 
an even more difficult DXpedition in January 1999. 

Our group will consist of 11 operators: 2 from the United States, 1 from 
Canada, | from Japan, 1 from Northern Ireland, 1 from Singapore, 1 from 
Ireland and 4 from New Zealand who will each contribute US $2,000. 

Having such a group of internationally experienced and recognized 
operators with some 270 years plus operating experience between us is an 
indication of the dedication we are prepared to offer in satisfying the 
needs of amateurs world-wide. A considerable effort will be given to 
working the European DX community. Of the team of 11, four members took 
part in the ZL8RI DXpedition and three took part in the VKOIR DXpedition. 
We intend to operate all modes and all bands and we will endeavor to make 
use of satellites/SSTV etc. where possible. 

Because of the impending status of New Zealand’s Southern-most islands in 
the form of a “World Heritage Park,” future ham radio activity cannot be 
guaranteed in the future and hence our desire is to satisfy as many of the DX

anticipating that the total cost of 
undertaking the ZL9 DXpedition to 
Campbell Island in January 1999 will 
be in the vicinity of US $65,000. This 
is quite a considerable increase on our 
ZL8RI costs which were $US 34,000.

In supporting this DXpedition you can 
be assured that we will have all the 
necessary permits, licenses etc. and a 
suitable vessel named “Braveheart” 
has been arranged for transportation to 
and from Campbell Island. The 

vessel is a 117 foot ex Japanese 
Government Fisheries Research vessel 
which is now New Zealand owned and 
is currently undergoing a major refit 
to accommodate our needs for this 
DXpedition.
